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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Births  registered  in  this  district  daring  the  year 
1895  have  been  79,  or  27-90  per  1000;  an  increase  on 
last  year,  when  the  rate  was  26*13  per  1000. 

Mortality  : 

There  have  been  45  deaths,  one  of  them  in  the  Infectious 
Hospital,  in  a case  not  belonging  to  this  district.  The 
Death-Rate  (including  this  case)  is  15*89  per  1000,  a con- 
siderably higher  one  than  we  have  had  for  several  years  ; 
but  it  must  be  observed  that  15  of  these  deaths  were  of 
persons  over  65  years  of  age,  and  six  of  infants  under  12 
months  old,  so  that  the  rate  is  much  more  favourable  than 
would  appear  at  first  sight. 

Sickness  : 

Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified,  one  of  them 
fatal — that  of  a boy  who  had  been  thoroughly  chilled  after 
immersion  in  a pond.  There  were  no  insanitary  surround- 
ings to  the  house.  The  other  was  a mild  case,  and  due  to 
infection  from  a brother  who  was  suffering  from  the  same 
disease  in  another  portion  of  the  district. 

Twelve  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified,  all 
of  which  have  recovered.  Most  of  them  have  been  of  an 
unusually  mild  type,  so  much  so  that  in  several  instances 
the  disease  was  not  recognised  till  it  had  reached  the  peeling 
stage,  the  child  in  the  meantime  mixing  with  the  rest  of 
the  family,  other  members  of  which  in  several  instances  • 
contracted  the  disease,  as  there  was  no  opportunity  of  re- 
moving the  first  case  in  an  early  stage.  Only  two  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

One  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  also  mild,  was  notified, 
and  eight  cases  of  Erysipelas. 

SUMMARY  OF  ACTION  TAKEN  FOR  PREVENTING  THE  SPREAD 

OF  DISEASE. 

In  all  cases  the  Inspector  visits  as  soon  as  possible  after 
receipt  of  notification,  gives  advice  as  to  isolation,  disinfec- 
tion, &c.,  inspects  the  sanitary  arrangements,  water  supply,

and  general  surroundings,  and  reports  direCtly  to  me ; when 
if  the  question  of  removal  to  the  Hospital  arises,  or  other 
special  reason,  I visit  the  case  myself.  After  the  recovery 
or  removal  of  such  cases  the  Inspector  superintends  fumiga- 
tion, disinfection,  and  thorough  cleansing,  and,  if  necessary 
orders  whitewashing,  &c.,  reporting  again  to  me. 

All  nuisances  occurring  in  the  District  are  promptly 
dealt  with  by  him,  and  the  circumstances  reported  to  me. 

SANITARY  WORK  COMPLETED,  CONTEMPLATED,  OR  REQUIRED. 

For  a long  time  the  condition  of  the  drain  leading  from 
Whitville  and  the  houses  adjoining  the  Greyhound  Inn  has 
been  a source  of  annoyance  and  danger  to  the  neighbourhood 
and  I have,  as  you  will  remember,  more  than  once  addressed 
you  on  the  subjeCt.  I am  glad  to  say  that  since  the  grating 
has  been  properly  trapped,  and  ventilating  shafts  ereCted  as 
I recommended,  there  have  been  no  complaints  and  I believe 
the  matter  is  fully  rectified. 

1.  Systematic  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  Steadman. 
I also  visit  the  various  parts  of  the  District  frequently  and 
systematically,  as  well  as  when  specially  called  by  urgent 
cases,  or  to  advise  your  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  On  my 
rounds,  in  ordinary  professional  work,  I also  frequently 
become  cognisant  of,  and  call  his  attention  to,  matters  which 
he  is  required  to  deal  with. 

2.  House  Accommodation  : As  a rule  is  very  good. 

3.  Overcrowding:  Has  occurred  in  one  instance  only, 
and  was  abated  on  receipt  of  notice  from  Inspector. 

4.  Drainage  : Generally  good.  No  special  difficulty  has 

arisen. 

3.  Water  Supply  : The  town  water  is  being  utilised  in 
the  District  more  and  more  every  year.  Where  it  is  not 
laid  on  there  is  a proper  supply  from  other  sources.  This 
point  is  well  looked  after. 

6.  Excrement  Disposal  : Varies  with  the  locality.  Pan 
Closets  have  in  many  cases  been  substituted  for  middens. 

7.  Scavenging : Has  been  done  by  Highway  Board. 

8.  Burial  Grounds  : Are  satisfactory. 

9.  Canal  Boats  : Have  been  regularly  inspected. 

10.  Bakehouse  : The  only  one,  in  Stourport  Road,  I have 
always  found  clean  and  in  good  order. 

n.  Slaughterhouse  : One  only,  which  I have  always  found 
clean. 
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12  and  13.  Lodging  Houses  : There  are  none  in  the  Dis- 
trict. 

14.  Dairies  and  Cowsheds:  The  Inspector  looks  well  after. 

15.  Offensive  Trades  : None  are  carried  on. 

16.  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act : No  aCtion  required. 

17.  Food  unfit  for  Consumption  : No  case  has  arisen. 

18.  Byelaws  : None  in  force. 

19.  River  Pollution  : Practically  none. 

20.  Industries  : A large  proportion  of  the  population  work 
at  the  manufactories  in  the  town,  the  rest  are  agricultural. 

21.  Vans  and  Tents  : We  have  none. 

22.  Fruit  and  Hop  Pickers  : None  but  Residents. 

23.  Department  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances  : Is  most  efficiently 
administered  by  Mr.  Steadman,  who  is  most  prompt  and 
attentive  to  his  duties,  which  he  endeavours  to  discharge 
with  as  little  friction  as  is  compatible  with  thoroughness. 

24.  Vaccination  Acts  : Most  efficiently  carried  out. 

A complaint  having  been  made  that  liquid  was  flowing 
from  the  back  of  the  Three  Crowns  Inn  across  the  Franche 
Road.  I visited  and  thoroughly  examined  the  premises,  and 
satisfied  myself  that  it  was  nothing  but  surface  water  ; but  I 
found  defective  drains  at  the  back  of  the  Post  Office  and  the 
adjoining  cottages.  I called  the  Inspector’s  attention  to 
them,  and  he  served  a sanitary  notice  upon  the  owners  of  the 
property. 

This  part  of  the  District  demands  more  attention  from 
the  Inspector  and  myself  than  the  other  portions,  inasmuch 
as  there  is  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  drainage,  on  account 
of  the  want  of  fall  in  the  levels,  and  the  small  space  available 
in  many  cases  at  the  back  of  the  houses. 

I am  not  aware  of  any  important  measure  of  sanitary 
improvement  required  to  be  carried  out  in  the  district,  or  any 
other  matter  to  which  I ought  to  call  your  attention.  I 
consider  the  District  is  at  the  present  time  in  a very  good 
sanitary  condition.

During  the  year  1895  there  have  been  19  deaths 
registered  in  the  Bewdley  District,  as  compared  with  31 
last  year.  This  number  gives  a Death-rate  of  8.97  per  1000 
per  annum.

Amongst  the  eight  deaths  at  Upper  Arley  there  weie 
three  from  accident,  viz.,  drowning. 

There  were  53  births,  giving  a Birth-rate  of  25.03  per 
1000  per  annum,  as  against  20*78  last  year. 

The  District  has  been  comparatively  free  from  Zymotic 
disease,  as  there  have  been  only  nine  cases  notified  during 
the  year,  viz: — 2 Diphtheria,  6 Scarlatina,  and  1 Erysipelas. 
Of  these  8 were  over  5 years,  and  1 under  5 (Scarlatina). 
One  of  these  cases  of  Scarlatina,  over  5,  was  removed  to  the 
Kidderminster  Infectious  Hospital,  as  the  surroundings  pre- 
vented any  attempt  at  isolation  being  successful. 

The  Bakehouses  and  Slaughterhouses  have  been  regu- 
larly inspected  and  are  kept  in  a sanitary  condition. 

The  drainage  of  the  District  is  done  chiefly  by  means 
of  dumbwells  and  ashpits,  which  are  kept  in  as  good  a 
condition  as  possible.

An  inspection  was  made  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  (Dr.  Fosbroke)  in  July  last,  in  company  with  the 
Inspector  and  myself,  of  the  Wribbenhall  district,  with 
reference  to  the  drainage  and  general  sanitary  condition  ; 
and  his  recommendations  were  embodied  in  a special  Report 
which  has  no  doubt  been  under  your  consideration. 

The  District  has  also  been  regularly  inspected  by  Mr.

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  twentieth  Annual 
Report  for  the  above  Division. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  District  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1895,  have  been  56  (23  males,  33 
females)  as  against  60  for  1894;  this  gives  a Birth  Rate  of 
24-9  per  1000  of  the  population  as  against  26*7  for  1894. 

Mortality  : — 

The  Deaths  registered  in  the  District  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1895,  have  been  39  (24  males,  15 
females)  as  against  33  for  1894.  This  gives  a Death  Rate 
of  17*3  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  against  14*7  for  1894. 

The  increased  Death  Rate  is  due  to  the  increase  in 
the  infant  mortality  mainty  due  to  an  epidemic  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough  throughout  the  district  which  caused  four  deaths. 

Seventeen  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  over  65  years 
of  age,  including  8 between  70  and  80  years,  5 between  80 
and  go  years,  and  1 over  90  years.

Infant  Mortality  : — 

Eight  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
giving  an  Infant  Mortality  of  142-0  per  1000  of  the  births 
registered,  as  against  three  deaths  for  1894  (5°  Per  IOO°)* 

Four  Inquests  were  held  and  one  death  was  uncertified.

The  Scarlatina  cases  were  all  isolated  at  the  houses 
where  they  occurred,  without  causing  any  spread  of  the 
disease,  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

The  two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  in  the  same 
house  in  Rushock,  one  proving  fatal,  and  as  the  sanitary 
arrangements  were  found  defective  they  were  at  once 
attended  to. 

No  cases  of  Measles  occurred  111  the  District.  Whoop- 
ing Cough  was  prevalent  throughout  the  whole  District 
more  or  less  the  whole  year,  and  caused  four  deaths. 

It  was  not  found  necessar}/  to  close  the  Schools. 

Influenza  prevailed  a good  deal  in  January  and  Feb- 
ruary, but  m a much  milder  form  than  in  previous  epidemics. 


Sanitary  condition  of  District  : — 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  was,  1 consider, 
at  the  end  of  the  year  in  a very  satisfactory  state,  and 
throughout  the  year  had  also  been  very  good  ; no  epidemics 
due  to  any  insanitary  conditions  occurring.  The  nuisances 
dealt  with  by  the  Inspector  were  most  of  them  readily  abated. 
I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  cottage  property 
m Stone  parish  has,  most  of  it,  been  thoroughly  repaired, 
as  it  was  in  a very  dilapidated  state.  Several  new  cottages 
have  been  ereCted  containing  three  bedrooms,  which  I con- 
sider most  important — as  well  as  fair-sized  gardens  attached 
thereto.  The  water  supply  has  also  been  attended  to  where 
necessary.  The  repairs  to  the  cottages  are  still  being  carried 
on. 
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The  Water  Supply  throughout  the  District  is.  on  the 
whole,  very  good  and  plentiful,  and  is  being  improved 
every  year  wherever  it  is  found  insufficient  or  defective. 

Work  done  during  the  Year  : 

Systematic  inspection  has  been  efficiently  performed 
by  Mr.  Steadman,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  all  nuisances, 
when  arising  have  been  immediately  dealt  with.  I have,  in 
company  with  the  Inspector,  made  house  to  house  visits  in 
various  parts  of  the  District,  and  suggested  improvements  in 
drainage,  &c.,  where  necessary. 

Owing  to  complaints  received  in  connection  with  the 
drainage  from  the  Slaughterhouse  in  the  Village  of  Chad- 
desley  Corbett,  the  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  cause  its 
abatement,  and  I can  now  report  after  a good  deal  of  trouble 
— the  case  having  to  be  reported  to  the  Council — that  the 
nuisances  complained  of  have  been  abated.  The  drainage 
of  the  Village  has  been  further  improved  by  the  putting  in 
of  new  stench  traps,  &c.,  and  it  is,  I consider,  now  as  satis- 
factory as  it  can  be  with  the  open  drain  system. 

Disinfection  by  means  of  whitewashing,  fumigation,  &c., 
has  been  thoroughly  carried  out  where  necessary. 

Several  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  abated,  but 
owing  to  the  small  size  of  the  bedrooms  and  small 
number  it  is  often  a difficult  matter  to  deal  with,  although 
one  of  the  most  important,  and  unless  strong  measures 
are  taken  it  frequently  occurs  again  in  the  same  cottages. 

Sanitary  Improvements  required , &>c  : — 

The  most  pressing  measure  of  sanitary  improvement 
required  now  is,  I consider,  more  ground  for  Burial  pur- 
poses, and  this  should  be  attended  to  by  the  necessary 
steps  being  taken  by  the  proper  authorities  without  delay. 

No  Infectious  cases  have  been  removed  to  the  Borough 
Hospital  during  the  year  as  it  has  not  been  found  necessary. 

Systematic  Inspection  : Regularly  carried  out. 

House  Accommodation  : Very  fair  ; has  in  several  parts 
been  much  improved,  but  still  requires  more  attention  on 
the  part  of  property  holders. 

Overcrowding  : Five  cases  have  been  dealt  with. 
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Drainage  : Several  improvements  carried  out. 

Water  Supply  : Good. 

Excrement  Disposal  : No  general  system  adopted. 
Scavenging  : Carried  out  by  District  Council. 

Burial  Board  : More  ground  required. 

Canal  Boats  : None. 

Bakehouses  : Regularly  inspected,  and  found  clean. 
Slaughterhouses  : Only  one,  which  is  kept  clean. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  : None. 

Dairies , Cowsheds , and  Milkshops  : Regularly  inspected 
and  found  clean.

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  1895  have 
been  62,  or  22-46  per  1000.  In  1894  there  were  65,  or 
23*62  per  1000. 

Mortality  : There  have  been  30  deaths,  a rate  of  10*90 
per  1000,  which  is  very  low — especially  when  it  is  noticed 
that  one  half  of  these  deaths  were  of  persons  over  65  years 
of  age.  The  rate  in  1894  was  13.80  per  1000. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  80*64,  less  than  half 
what  it  was  in  1894. 

Sichiess  : There  have  been  48  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified,  one  of  which  was  fatal,  and  four  were  removed 
into  the  Infectious  Hospital  on  account  of  the  want  of 
proper  means  of  isolation. 

Eight  cases  of  Erysipelas  have  been  notified  and  six 
cases  of  Diphtheria.  One  of  the  latter  occurred  at  Cornsall 
and  five  at  Sion  Hill,  four  of  them  at  one  house,  where 
sewer  gas  was  found  escaping  from  an  old  drain  which  had 
been  overlooked. 

On  Nov.  15th,  having  been  informed  that  63  children 
were  absent  from  the  Wolverley  Schools,  of  which  number 
at  least  14  came  from  houses  in  which  Scarlet  Fever  existed, 
I requested  the  Vicar  to  close  the  Schools  for  three  weeks, 
and  subsequently  for  a fourth  week  (in  continuation),  in- 
forming the  Local  Government  Board  and  County  Council 
of  the  same. 

Most  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  of  an  unusually 
mild  type,  and  in  several  instances  were  not  recognised  as 
such  till  the  disease  had  reached  the  peeling  stage.  This  of 
course  tended  considerably  to  spread  infection. 
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With  regard  to  adfion  undertaker)  generally  for  prevent- 
ing the  spread  of  disease,  I may  say  that  the  Inspector  and 
I work  upon  precisely  the  same  lines  as  indicated  in  my 
report  (which  you  have  received)  for  the  Kidderminster 
Rural  District.  I will  not  therefore  repeat  what  I stated 
there  upon  this  subject,  and  also  upon  that  of 

1.  Systematic  Inspection  : Which  has  been  carefully 
attended  to. 

2.  House  Accommodation  : Is  very  fair,  considering  the 
poverty  of  the  district. 

3.  Overcrowding  : Occurred  in  one  instance  at  Island 
Pool,  and  in  two  others  in  Wolverley  Village,  but  in  all  three 
was  abated  on  receipt  of  a sanitary  notice. 

4.  Drainage : No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
getting  defeats  remedied,  and  constant  supervision  has  been 
given. 

5.  Water  Supply  : As  a rule  is  plentiful  and  good.  In 
four  instances  a deficient  supply  has  been  found,  and  adfion 
taken  accordingly. 

Bakehouse  : The  only  one  has  been  kept  in  proper  order. 

Slaughterhouses  : The  only  one  which  has  not  been,  at 
times,  in  proper  condition  is  that  in  Wolverley  village,  but 
a remonstrance  has  been  attended  to. 

I am  not  aware  of  any  other  matter  to  which  I ought  to 
call  your  attention,  and  in  conclusion  beg  to  state  that  the 
Distridl  is  in  a good  sanitary  condition,  and  the  health  of 
its  inhabitants  (apart  from  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever) 
has  been,  considering  the  poverty  of  the  Wolverley  and 
Cookley  portion,  exceedingly  good  throughout  the  year.

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  as  usual  in  all  cases 
of  Fever,  and  the  infected  cottages  and  premises  have 
been  required  to  be  cleansed  and  whitewashed.

Measles  appeared  in  Cookley  in  the  month  of 
November,  and  Whooping  Cough  in  Rushock  in  December. 
Wolverley  School  was  closed  on  medical  order  for  three 
weeks  from  the  15th  of  November,  through  the  prevelance 
of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  district.
